Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "01" and "ID" have both been used to designate data 
signal Dl (Figure 2). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The master 
and slave latch circuits are both referenced as circuit three (par 0056, lines 2-4). 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by IVIorton 
(US 2004/0078741). 

Regarding claim 1, Morton discloses "a first latch" 20 (Figure 6) receiving and 
latching a data signal D, in response to a periodically fluctuating signal CK (Abstract 
lines 2,7) and a second latch 21 which receives an output signal of said first latch circuit.

The second signal is inherently complementary to the first signal based on the logic 
gates shown (Figure 6) when the test signal notHOLD is inactive (par. 0031 lines 1-4). 

Regarding claim 2, Figure 6 clearly shows a logic gate 61 for receiving first signal 
and test signal with output of second signal or stop signal depending on test signal 
state. Second latch circuit permits pass through (par. 0023 lines 1-5) when second 
latch circuit receives a stop signal. 

Regarding claim 3, aforementioned to claim 2 a logic gate 61 outputs first signal 
or latch stop signal when test signal notHOLD is active or inactive respectively and 
permits data to pass through first latch circuit 20 (par. 0024 lines 1-5). 

Regarding claim 4, Morton discloses (Figure 8) a plurality of first 80 and second 
latch 81 stop means comprised of first 82, 83 and second 85, 86 transparent latch 
circuit permitting pass through in the test signal inactive state where latch circuits are 
alternately connected.
